THE CRISIS. IN PEKING. 


PRINCE KUNG AND THE VICEROY 


OF YUN-KUEI. 
His Excellency the Viceroy of Chihli, in 
@ telegram to the Tao-t‘ai of Shanghai, 
emphatically contradicts the current report 












of His Imperial Highness the Sixth Prince. 
DESPATCH FROM THE PRINCE OF 
CHUN. 

‘Tso Tsung-t‘ang, Viceroy of Nanking in 
rotiremeut, has received a despatch from 
the Prince”of Ch‘an, expressing His Im- 
perial Highuess’s wish that ‘Teo should 
proceed at once to the province of Yiinnan, 
if tho stato of his honlth permits him to do 
so. Tho reply of His Excellency has not 
transpired, but the missive occasioned him 
considerable satisfaction, which he was at 
no paius to conceal,

‘We have received by telegraph an Im- 
perial Decreo appointing P'an ‘Ting-hsin, 
Governor of Hunan, to the corresponding 
post in Kuangs 

Tt is, we believe, not generally known 
that Tso Tsung-t‘ang was rather vigorously 
impeached a short time ago. The charges 

ust him include having squaudered 
in having four gunboats

@) With the above exception, the whole 
of this day’s issue is occupied with a report 
from the Governor-General and Governor 
at Canton giving the result of their en- 
quities into the circumstances of a rising 
of a seditious nature that took place in 
Kao-chou Fu some time ago, aud furnish- 
ing answers to certain categorical denuncia- 
tions brought agaist the prefect of that place 
and others to which his attention had been 
directed by Imporial decree. 

The rising took place so Jong since as the 
winter of 1882, during the incumbeney 
of Memorialists’ predecessor Tséug Kuo- 
ch‘iian, who relinquished fice before he 
had time to collect the necessary materials 
for a report. The Memorialist upon his 
‘accession to office went carefully through 
the papers connected with the case, and he 
finds that these papers taken with the 























following statement of occurrences :—A 
rising of a local character took place in th 

winter of 1882 at a place called Mei-li in 
Kao-chon Fu, and on intelligence of thi 
fact coming to the local authorities they 
took every stop they could to seize the 
ringleaders, and provide against emer- 
genc On the 19th January, 1883, a 
burglary was committed on the house of a 
resident in the Tien-pai District, and the 
authorities by hurrying to the spot on the 
news of the crime being brought to them, 
succeeded in capturing two of the burglars. 
Five days later a gang of armed meu, 
more than a hundred strong, climbed 
over the wall of the town in the night, 
forced their way into the magistrate’ 
yamén and released the prisoners confined 
there, killing some of the turnkeys and 
runners. On an attempt being made by 
the authorities to recover the prisoners 
and seize the rioters the latter made a 
desperate resistance, and eventually effuct- 
ed their escape through a gap near the 
western gate with a loss of some score of 
their number killed. On that night five in- 
dividuals who had been arrested in the town 
of Kao-chou were summarily executed, and 
the rebels then dispersed, by which means 
the safety of the prefectural city was 
secured.
